It is universally admitted that the 
country is suffering from a money 
famine. 


United States treasury notes are 
as good money as anything under 
the sun. 
The people of this and 
every other country have implicit 
confidence in 
the United 
States 
government. 


It is probable that a temporary 
deficiency of 
$50,000,000 in the 
public revenues will have to be met. 
If bonds are issued to supply the 
deficiency such issue does not in­ 
crease the volume of currency. 
On the other hand these bonds 
must be sold for legal tender money 
and thus the amount in actual cir­ 
culation will be diminished tempo­ 
rarily by the amount that is brought 
into the treasury. 


But, instead of the government 
issuing bonds and becoming a bor­ 
rower now while money is scarce, 
why not provide for an issue of 
treasury notes instead of bonds? 
fc 
These notes are just as good as 
the bonds; they can be made legal 
tender; they will go into active cir­ 
culation; the government will save 
the amount that would be paid as 
interests on bonds, and the notes 
will pay the debts of the govern­ 
ment and at the same time relieve 
the money stringency. 


A C T QUICKLY. 
Whatever congress may conclude 
to do on the question of finance 
should be done quickly. 
No votes will be changed by long 
continued debates; the minds of the 
senators and members are made up, 
and they are not going to convince 
each other. 
I n 
business 
circles, 
however, 
there is a feeling of uncertainty that 
is doing more harm than any law 
that congress will pass. 
A fair, free, full vote on the sub­ 
ject of bimetallism will tell the pub­ 
lic what to expect. 
There is no lack of confidence in 
our resources or in our institutions; 
the only uncertainty is as to policy. 
The balance of trade is in our 
favor and there is no reason why 
times should not be as good 
three 
months from now as they were six 
months ago. 


O u r morning contemporary very 
truthfully says: 
“ If the daily p a ­ 
pers of Sedalia are filled with the 
advertisements of live merchants, 
such a showing will do more to re­ 
vive trade than yards of talk.” A n d 
they will be filled with such adver­ 
tisements!

The owner of the melon patch 
has been annoyed very much of late 
by watermelon thieves, who have 
been plugging and bursting them 
open, and the little boy was put to 
watch the patch. 
The Curry boy, with others, was 
seen in the patch, and was in a lot 
of weeds when the little boy fired 
several shots from a target rifle to 
frighten them away. 
The Curry boy was shot in the 
right side, near the right lung. 
He 
said nothing about being shot until 
he had gone about a mile from the 
place to a coal shaft, when he be­ 
came exhausted.

The Curry boy is in a very critical 
condition,

Between the the villages of Santo, 
on the Texas Pacific, in Palo Pinto 
county, about 60 miles west of here, 
and Mineral Wells, a horrible trag­ 
edy, the act of a jealous madman, 
cost the lives of three persons.

IMiss Beattie 
went

horses for 
riding. 
Her escort was Frank Bly, 
a young theological student, whose 
parents live in Weatherford, Parker 
county, but who were summering at 
Mineral Wells. 
Noll followed them to church, 
and about a 
half mile from 
the 
building hid his Winchester beside 
the road. 
He left the services be­ 
fore they did and waylaid tlieni, fir­ 
ing at the couple as soon as they 
came close 
enough 
to 
recognize 
them. 
His 
first 
shot 
passed 
through 
young Bly’s heart, 
killing him in­ 
stantly. 
The horse on which sat 
the girl ran into the brush, 
where 
she was followed and overtaken by 
Noll, 
who shot her and pounded 
her head into a jelly with the butt 
of 
his 
ntle. Standing 
over 
her 
body he fired a bullet through his 
own head and fell a corpse across 
her. 
Not more than 100 yards behind 
the young people were riding the 
parents of Bly at the the time of 
the tragedy. 
The cries of the girl were licard 
and the thicket surrounded, but no 
attempt was niatle to penetrate it 
until daylight, when the cold bodies 
of 
Bly 
and the late 
lovers were 
found, Noll’s head pillowed on the 
murdered girl’s breast.
